into its unregenerate ways— even an­ 
other reform movement is started. 
Even the citizen of smallest cra­ 
nial capacity has at last gotten on to 
th If box of tricks, and refuses to be 
deceived by it. 
But this newest municipal reform 
movement 
steins 
from 
a 
deeper 
source. 
It did not originate with 
the politicians at all. though most of 
them tried to get on to it and ride 
when they saw’ it coming. 
It is 
really the revolt of the American city 
dweller against the ubiquitous “ city 
hail gang” that has ruled him all 
these years. 
All over the country—- 
except, of course, in those cities that 
have 
good 
governments— the 
tax 
paver is getting heartily tired of hav­ 
ing his city hall made a refuge for 
“ the deserving boys” who can not 
make a living anywhere else. 
The 
movement 
for 
commission 
government, in all of its various 
forms and with all of its appendages, 
is the voice of this weary citizen 
speaking in anger 
and 
determina­ 
tion. 
Some form of commission govern­ 
ment has now been adopted in sev­ 
eral American cities; and campaigns 
for it are under way in many others. 
In almost every case, the very best 
citizens, who have always looked on 
politics with 
mingled disgust and 
amusement, have given 
the 
move­ 
ment their support. 
Almost without 
exception, the politicians, when they 
saw the force back of the reform, 
have tried to step into the lime-light 
as its original and lily-white pro­ 
phets. 
In two or three instances 
they have succeeded, and have made 
a farce and a failure of commission 
government. 
In most of the cities, 
however, the revolution has been a 
real one. 
The politicians have gone 
down and out, and 
business men 
have taken over the city’s govern­ 
ment. 
The term “ commission gov­ 
ernment” has really become a rally­ 
ing cry for the disgruntled city tax 
payers of America 
(lalveston, Texas, waR the original 
commission government city. 
The 


dramatic rise of that city from its 
Hooded ruins; the swift evolution of 
an efficient government by a com­ 
mission of citizens under the pres­ 
sure of dire necessity; and the sub­ 
sequent proof that the reform had 
l>een permanent attracted wide at­ 
tention. and gave the commission 
government propaganda its sarong 
first impulse. 
Dayton. Ohio, 
has 
subsequently won great fame as the 
place where the new 
system 
has 
ncnieved 
the 
greatest 
efficiency. 
Dayton has adopted commission gov­ 
ernment with the added flourish of 
a city manager, which seems to be 
the very best system for towns of a 
certain size. 
The manager is an ex­ 
pert, who is paid a large salary to 
run 
the city efficiently. 
Dayton’s 
manager is Henry M. Waite, who gets 
$12.SOO a year, while the commis­ 
sioners get only $1200 and the mayor 
only $2,000. 
There is no cause for 
him to play politics, or be partial to 
any ward of bailiwick. 
He holds his 
job in the same way that a manager 
of a factory does— by running the 
job right. 
As a change from typical 
city hall government, he is refresh­ 
ing indeed. 
But a large city can not be man­ 
aged by one man. and a small town 
can not afford enough salary to get 
a good man. 
At least that is the

deduction which a study of all the 
various experiments seems to make 
inevitable. 
Sonic form of commis­ 
sion government, however, is suit­ 
able for all except the very largest 
cities. 
A typical example of the estab­ 
lishment and working of commission 
government is the story of Battle 
Creek, Michigan. 
Some years ago 
this beautiful city had a typical city 
hall administration, full of w’ords, 
inefficient, dilatory and evtravagant. 
Then civic pride began to stir in its 
slumber. 
Its first sign of activity 
was a demand upon the part of the 
people for a system of parks. 
The 
citizens began to stand around cor­ 
ners and discuss parks. 
The politi­ 
cians took up the word like an echo. 
Speeches were made about parks, and 
campaigns were conducted on park 
platforms. 
Then the matter of parks 
would be taken up in the city council 
and each and every councilman would 
list in his place and say with unction 
that parks the city should have; but 
that by no means would he vote for 
any parking plan that did not give 
primary and especial consideration 
to the citizens of his own particular 
bailiwick. 
The result wfas that no 
parks materialized. 
From a purely 
political point of view, it seemed just 
as well. 
Nobody’s bailiwick was dis­ 
criminated against, and there was 
that much more money in the city 
treasury to spend on salaries and 
perquisites and things. 
But that demand for a park had 
gathered a headway the politicians 
did not suspect. 
It presently took 
the form of a demand for a commis­ 
sion government. 
Some of the news­ 
papers took up the cry; the citizens 
rallied, the politicians were ;>ounced 
out of their berths before they could 
grasp what was going forward. 
The 
last 
commission 
elected in Battle 
Creek consisted of a skilled mech­ 
anic, a cigar manufacturer, a busi­ 
ness * man and a lumber and coal 
dealer. 
Since then the reforms in the ad­ 
ministration of Battle Creek’s muni­ 
cipal business have been too numer­ 
ous to mention. 
A very unimportant 
but significant one. is the presence 
on the street of a number of boxes 
of growing flowers. 
These are not 
provided by the government, but by 
an association of citizens, and they 


| are respected by everyone. 
They are 
, effective as a decoration, and im­ 
portant as an evidence that the citi­ 
zens of Battle Creek are interested 
in and proud of their town. 
That is 
I what counts. 
The very latest facts and ideas 
I about this new kind of city govern- 
! ment will be heard at Springfield 
this fall.
